lions now' at war know for what they 
are fighting except those of Serbia and 
Belgium, who had to 
fight 
or else 
yield entirely to the 
oppression 
of 
other powers, Serbia before and Bel­ 
gium after 
the 
w'ar 
bad 
actually 
started. 
A resume of the events of the past 
year will establish very clearly the 
truth of toe statement. 
It is rather 
startling to think 
that 
only twelve 
months have passed 
since the first 
spark, that 
has 
kindled 
into the 
great world holocaust 
now' existing, 
was struck, and yet it was on June 
28, 1914, that saw' the 
real beginning 
of the present unparalleled war. 
On 
f ia t date at Serajero, capital of Bos­ 
nia, the Archduke Francis Ferdinand, 
heir to the throne of Austria-Hunga­ 
ry, and his non-royal wife, the Duch­ 
ess of 
Hohenherg, 
were 
slain 
by 
Gavrio Prinzip, a half-crazed 18-year- 
old student of Serbian blood. 
At 
once 
Austria-Hungary 
was 
aroused. The time was opportune for 
the accomplishment of that for w hich 
for ages she had 
w'aited—the subju­ 
gation of the little 
kingdom that its 
greed coveted. Seizing the assassina­ 
tion of the archduke and his consort 
as an excuse, it made demands upon 
Serbia, 
the 
concession 
of 
which 
would practically 
have 
mer.nt 
the 
surrender of its existence 
as 
a na­ 
tion. The demands were made in the 
form of an ultimatum, and as it was 
sent the troops of the emperor gath­ 
ered at the border 
between the two 
nations, ready 
to 
march 
upon the 
Serbian people should refusal follow'. 
Serbia, w'eak, 
helpless, distracted, 
submitted abjectly to nine of the ten 
demands, but 
could 
not 
grant the 
tenth without surrendering 
forever 
its national existence. 
Upon receiving 
this 
refusal Aus­ 
tria-Hungary declared 
war, 
and at 
once the word was given “On to Bel­ 
grade”—the cataclysm had begun. 
Russia, a Slav nation, the natural 
protector of 
Serbia, 
recognized as 
such by the. pow ers, at once protest­ 
ed. saying she 
conk! 
not stand by 
and see her kinsmen despoiled. With 
the dispatching 
of 
the protest she 
began active preparations to go to 
the aid of the threatened little king- 
dom. 
Germany then took a hand. 
The 
mobilization of 
Russian 
troops for 
S erbia’s protection offended the kai­ 
ser. Meanw hile France had begun as­ 
sembling its armies. 
This, too, was 
taken by the Germans as an affront, 
and almost at once the German em­ 
pire declared war on both Russia and 
France, and began the march of its 
great forces to the 
east 
and wrest. 
Belgium nestling between 
the great 
powers, England, France and Germa­ 
ny, 
peace 
loving 
and 
industrious, 
stood as an obstacle against the suc­ 
cessful invasion of 
France 
by 
the 
Germans, unless the armies could be 
marched across is territory. Belgium 
protested that she was neutral, 
was 
the friend of both France 
and Gen 
many; that all three nations, France, 
Germany and 
England, had solemnly 
agreed by treaty never to violate that 
neutrality by using its soil as a gate­ 
way through which to enter 
either 
of the others*. England, too, objected. 
With 
Belgian neutrality 
gone, she 
thought she saw^ 
danger threatening 
her strength and prestige and notifi­ 
ed the kaiser that 
should 
he cross 
into Belgium she 
must 
resist with 
force. The kaiser swept aside all ob­ 
jections and 
ordered 
his matchless 
army to cross, regardless 
of conse­ 
quence and thus entered Belgium and 
Great Britain into the fray. 
Later followed the others. 
Monte­ 
negro, a Balkan 
state, 
blood-kin to 
the Serbs. 
Japan 
joined the allies 
because it resented Germany's grow­ 
ing strength in the Orient. 
Turkey 
lined up w ith the Teutons because it 
must have protection from threaten-

methods of controlling

Organize to Fight the Fly. 
The county 
demonstration agents 
in Northern Oklahoma, together with

1. Bum, where possible and safe, 
all stubble and mined wheat.

“Attempts are now being made in 
several parts of the state to keep dust! 
down bv the use of road oils. 
Super­ 
visors should be careful to investi­ 
gate the quality of oil they use be­ 
fore pitting it on the highways. 
It 
is not generally understood that there 
are two distinct types of oil on the 
market. 
One of these oils has an 
asphalt base, which serves as a bind­ 
er on the road as soon as the lighter 
oil evaporates. 
Tho other has a par­ 
affin base and is to all intents and 
purposes a lubricating oil. This kind 
of oil, however, does rot hold the 
road hard, or is not binding. It leaves 
the roads musty and sticky. 
“Road oiling, properly done, gives 
a good surface. 
The city of Joplin 
has done some of this work on their 
roads that have already carried heavy 
traffic more than a year and now look 
as good as asphalt pavement,” 
Any Missourian may send samples 
of road oils to the Engineering Ex­ 
periment Statiqn, University of Mis­ 
souri, Columbia, and have them ex­ 
amined at a moderate cost—merely 
enough to pay for the use of mater- 
ials in the laboratory.* 
Some time ago the Engineering Ex­ 
periment Station issued 
a 
bulletin 
giving complete information on the 
quality of various materials through­ 
out. the state for road making pur­ 
poses. 
This bulletin is still in print 
and will be sent free. 
Its title is 
“Investigation of Road Making Proper­ 
ties of Missouri Stone and Gravel.” 
Horses and Mules for Market. 
“The European nations now at war 
have purchased many Missouri-horses 
and nyfljes, which are not particularly 
needed in the state,” said E. A. Trow­ 
bridge, professor of animal husbandry, 
at the University of Missouri, when 
asked about the class of horses which 
have been sold 
“Of course they have 
obtained 
some good 
animals, 
but 
many of them have not been of the 
best, and most of the mules bought 
were full-aged. The oldei mules were 
bought because they could stand the 
trip across the Atlantic better than 
the younger ones. Some good cavalry 
horses were obtained.” 
Mr. Trowbridge says a few horse 
dealers have predicted a high market 
price a short time after the close of 
the war. 
They are of the opinion 
that most of the horses now being 
purchased in this country will be 
killed, and that soldiers 
will 
need 
many animals on returning to their 
farms. 
Mr. Trowbridge believes that 
the market will be good, but he does 
not 
predict 
any 
exceedingly 
high 
prices. 
He says that 
this 
countrv 
will be able to supply any demands. 
A different situation might arise, he 
says, if the war continues for more 
than a vear. 
“Between 250.000 and Soc,OOO horses 
and 50,000 and 75,000 mules were con­ 
tracted for in this country/* says Mr. 
Trowbridge, “and the loss of these 
animals to the 
United 
States 
only 
means the tat ing away of those pro­ 
duced between January I, 1914, and 
January I, 1915.

With the decline In the stock, re­ 
ports were spread that the sharehold­ 
ers would be required, in the reorgan­ 
ization, to submit to an assessment of 
$50 a share. 
It was learned after­ 
ward that the financial readjustment 
will call for a payment of almost that 
amount. This would raise more than 
$40,000,000 cash for the company. 
Printed copies of the readjustment 
scheme were given yesterday to the 
various interests at work on it.

According to City Clerk W. E. Gold, 
ihe holding up of the salaries of city 
officials is made necessary because of 
the paying oh’ of bonds to the amount 
of $8,000, which were called for on 
January I, last. 
The bonds were to be paid at that 
time, but were not sent in by the 
holders, and for that reason the city 
w’as net forced to pay them. 
Nowr, however, at the expiration of 
the first half of the year, no interest 
is due on the bonds, because they 
were called by the city six months 
ago, and it is believed by the city of­ 
ficials that they will ne sent in for 
collection within the next few days. * 
Another m atter which adds to the 
deficiency of the city’s general fund 
is the failure to collect licenses which 
were due May I. On that date a year 
ago Sanitary Officer J'ligelman had 
collected in excess of $8,000, which 
was practically the total amount due.

City Clerk Gold has engaged every 
police officer walking a beat to as­ 
sist Sanitary Officer Joe Marksbury 
in collecting the licenses, but it will 
be almost impossible to collect the 
amount needed by Wednesday even­ 
ing.

Judge Fisher, in charge of the June 
grand jury, told a Post-Dispatch re­ 
porter Tuesday that he would not in­ 
vite Judge Frank P. 
Dicelbiss, 
of 
Richmond, Mo., to St. Louis to con­ 
duct a grand jury investigation into 
tax-dodging. 
In a recent interview with a Post- 
Dispatch reporter Judge Fisher de­ 
clared that Judge Divelbiss was a 
“four-flusher,” and that he was trying 
to make a little Folk or Hadley of 
himself in his race for the governor­ 
ship. 
Judge Divelbiss responded by say­ 
ing that if Judge Fisher would invite 
him to St. Louis and put him in charge 
of the grand jury he would demon­ 
strate how the tax-dodgers could be 
forced to make truthful returns on 
their personal property. 
Judge Fisher said that he did not 
wish to have anything more to say 
relative to Judge Divelbiss. 
Other 
Judges who have had charge of the 
grand jury told a Post-Dispatch re­ 
porter that there was no law authoriz­ 
ing the bringing of an outside judge 
into another circuit, and that it could 
be done merely by invitation. 
The law would permit Judge Fisher, 
if he felt inclined, to invite Judge 
Divelbiss to St. Louis to take charge 
of the grand jury. But other judges 
said even if Judge Divelbiss should 
come here, on invitation, the grand 
jury could, if it wished, ignore any 
instruction which he might give. 
Judge Divelbiss, by long-distance 
telephone, confirmed these views of 
the local judges, but he said that he 
had never had a grand jury refuse to 
follow out his instructions in the mat­ 
ter if investigating tax-dodging. 
The 
court could order an investigation of 
the grand jury for failure to carry out 
its instructions, he said. 
Circuit Attorney Harvey, w*ho usual­ 
ly directs the activities of the grand 
jury, has indicated that he was un­ 
willing to conduct a tax-dodging in­ 
vestigation. 
Preliminary 
investiga­ 
tions of m atter presented to the grand 
jury usually are made by the circuit 
attorney, wTho hears the statements of 
witnesses as are necessary to lay the 
facts before the grand jury. 
The grand jury also informed Judge 
Harvey, when he presented the ques­ 
tion of tax-dodging to its members, 
that it did not wish to undertake an 
investigation. 
The Post-Dispatch has shown, by a 
comparison of the inventories of es­ 
tates with tax returns that millions 
of dollars’ worth of personal property 
escapes taxation in St. Louis every 
year because no return is made of it 
to the assessor. 
Under the law, tax­ 
payers are required to make returns 
of their personal properly to the as­ 
sessor, and to make oath to the truth­ 
fulness of their returns. 
It is apparent from 
the 
returns 
made to the assessor 
on 
personal 
property that many taxpayers com­ 
mit perjury. 
For this they could be 
indicted, prosecuted 
and 
punished. 
The experience of Judge Divelbiss in 
his district, comprised of Ray, Caroli 
and Clay counties, was that the In­ 
dictment of some of the leading tax- 
dodgers caused others to fear similar 
prosecutions and resulted in an in­ 
crease of $5,000,000 in the personal 
tax assessments of the three counties.

What came very near being a dou­ 
ble tragedy was enacted at 2 o’clock 
Saturday afternoon in which George 
Smith, a delivery wagon driver, who 
has been working temporarily for the 
People’s furniture store, played the 
stellar role. 
Sm ith’s 
former 
wife, 
a 
woman 
known as Hazel Reed, was his in­ 
tended victim, and he shot her just 
as she stepped onto a porch to enter 
the cottage occupied by Kell Reed at 
208 North Ohio avenue. 
The bullet 
from a 20-32 Colt’s 
revolver 
struck 
her in the right breast and penetrated 
a fleshy part of her body, coming out 
on the right side just below* the arm. 
“I’m going to kill your,’’ Smith is 
said to have remarked, as he leveled 
the weapon at her and fired. No soon­ 
er had he done this than he ran to 
the residence he had occupied at 104 
East Jefferson street, but a few steps 
away, through an alley, and as he 
stepped into the kitchen 
door 
he 
turned 
the 
weapon on himself and 
evidently aimed at his heart. The bul­ 
let ranged through his left lung, pass­ 
ing between the third and fourth ribs, 
and came out through his back. 
Chief of Police John Burger was 
hastily summoned and Sanitary Offi­ 
cer Joseph B. Marksberrv also made 
a quick trip there, both arriving near­ 
ly at the same 
time. 
They 
found 
Smith 
lying 
prostrate on his right 
side in a pool of blood. 
A hasty ex 
amination 
by 
the officers revealed 
that he was probably mortally wound­ 
ed and Dr. W. T. Walsh w'as sum­ 
moned. 
He wras ordered removed to 
the General hospital and was taken 
tbqre hurriedly in an automobile by 
Chief Burger, 
Dr. 
Walsh, 
Officers 
Cooper Kirby and Joe Marksberry. 
Smith is said by the 
officers 
tc 
have been in a very weakened condi 
tion when they arrived and all that 
he would say was: 
“I told her I’d 
kill her if she didn’t do that,” but 
made no explanation as to what was 
meant by the remark. 
Hazel Beedi the intended victim of 
Smith, w*as taken into the house in 
front of w’hich she had been shot and 
Dr. J. Mayo Harris, a negro physi 
cian, was summoned 
and 
attended 
her. 
She had a painful injury, bul 
rested fairly well during 
the,, after 
noon and night, and unless blood pois 
oning should set in there is no doubt 
but that her recovery will be certain 
Smith’s self-inflicted 
wound 
will 
probably cost him his life, as he wras 
exceedingly weak from the 
loss 
o? 
blood, 
and 
had 
suffered a severe 
shock 
to 
his 
nervous system. 
He 
seemed to be having internal hemor­ 
rhages during the afternoon and the 
early part of the evening, but latei 
seemed to be slightly improved and 
was able to sleep some. 
His pulse 
was far from strong, and although at 
times 
he 
appeared 
conscious 
and 
would recognize those about him he 
would lapse into a state of coma anc 
apparently be 
entirely 
oblivious of 
W'hat w*as transpiring at his bedside. 
Smith wTas married to Hazel Reed 
a few years ago, but their home life 
didn’t seem to be up to their expec 
tations and a separation followed a 
year or more ago. 
Since that time 
they had “patched up” their differ 
ences and had occupied 
the 
same 
house, but a few w'eeks 
ago 
came 
another misunderstanding, and since 
that time they had been estranged 
The woman in the case claims to have 
divorced Smith following their first 
unhappy episode. 
The wounded man is a member of 
a well-to-do 
and 
highly 
respected 
family and came to Sedalia from Pilot 
Grove several years ago. 
He w'as in 
dustrious and had worked as a tele­ 
graph operator, but as 
there 
wert 
fe w positions open at that time in his 
chosen profession fre entered the Mis­ 
souri Pacific freight depot as a clerk 
He filled this place with satisfaction 
for some time, but soon was allured 
by the bright lights and fascination 
for “traveling the “pace that kills.”

hoffer, of St. Joseph. 
He also has I 
two brothers, Sam Smith, of Bunce­ 
ton, and Ernest Smith, of St. Joseph. 
Friday evening and Saturday morn­ 
ing Smith exhibited 
a 
revolver 
to 
some of his friends, and when told that 
he had better not carry the weapon, 
said: 
“Well, that’s all right; I’m go­ 
ing to sell it to the new sanitary of­ 
ficer. I’ve got this one and a smaller 
one and I think I'll keep the small 
gun.” 
Smith 
worked 
Saturday 
at 
the 
place of his employment, but would 
leave the store on West Main street 
at short intervals and 
soon 
return. 
Nothing was known there of his real 
intentions until after the trouble had 
taken place. 
Others connected with 
the establishment state he was not 
drunk, although it is 
reported 
by 
others that he had been drinking. 
Late Saturday night the patient’s 
brother, Sam Smith, 
arrived 
from 
Bunceton, making a rapid run here 
in an automobile after being notified 
of the condition of his relative. 
When he entered the hospital w*ard 
where his brother lay suffering from 
the wound the latter made inquiry in 
a feeble way about his mother and 
asked if she came. He was informed 
she had not and then he asked for a 
cold drink. 
This was after the pa­ 
tient had been asleep for a time and 
the short slumber seamed to be bene­ 
ficial to him.

FINDING QUALITY OF BUTTER 


Principal Factors to Be Considered 
Are Flavor, Texture, Salt and 
Appearance of Package. 


The principal factors that are con­ 
sidered in determining the quality of 
butter are: 
Flavor, texture, color, salt, general 
appearance of package. 
To a few people all butter is very 
much alike. 
To the cultivated taste 
and the experienced Judge there are a 
great many flavors found in butter, 
prominent among which are the fol­ 
lowing: 
Flat, rancid, cheesy, weedy, 
acid and stable flavors. 
Churning the unripened cream pro­ 
duces the flat flavor; age has the ten­ 
dency to produce a rancid flavor; un­ 
salted butter develops a cheesy flavor; 
the cause of the weedy flavor is ob­ 
vious, the remedy for which is to ex­ 
terminate the objectionable 
weeds 
from the pasture and feed silage, kale, 
turnips and the like only immediately 
after 
milking. 
Overripened 
cream 
that has been held at too low a tem­ 
perature is found to produce the acid 
or bitter flavor; milking from unclean 
udders and in filthy and unsanitary 
stables are the chief sources of what 
is known as the stable flavor in butter.

London, July 2 —The Germans are 
hammering away at the French lines 
in the Argonne region in the hope of 
breaking through and reaching Ver­ 
dun.

to advance. Asphyxiating bombs were 
used in one of the assaults, but the 
French assert they drove the Ger­ 
mans back. In the forest of Le Petro 
to the northw est of Nancy and on the 
French positions along the road from 
Ablain to Angres, w here the grena­ 
diers delivered un assault, it is also 
reported that the Germans were re­ 
pulsed.
